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Clement  Coat- of -Arms  (Early  11th  Century) 
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Perhaps  other  members  of  the  family  may,  at  some  future  time,  wish  to 
bring  this  work  up  to  date  as  new  events  occasion  changes.  In  order  that  such 
changes  may  be  conveniently  kept,  blank  pages  have  been  placed  throughout 
the  book  for  the  purpose  of  entering  additional  data. 


PREFACE 


The  authors  of  this  book  feel  that  the  data  contained  within  its  covers  can 
be  vouched  for  with  very  few  exceptions.  The  various  dates  marking  the  lives 
of  the  older  generations  were  found  in  family  Bibles  and  in  diaries  that  were 
written  at  the  time.  Charlotte  (Clement)  Dance  and  Benjamin  Clement  left 
records  in  the  form  of  memoirs  and  diaries  which  they  had  written  Com  time  to 
time  between  1830  and  1905.  The  names  of  more  recent  members  of  the 
families  and  the  dates  of  their  lives  were  contributed  and  verified  by  heads  of 
the  various  branches  of  the  family. 


The  compilers  wish  it  were  possible  to  present  an  account  of  the  doings  of 
the  living  members  of  the  clan,  but  space  does  not  permit  the  addition  of  much 
such  data.  In  any  event,  the  principle  purpose  of  this  compilation  is  genealogical 
rather  than  historic.  This  book  purposes  to  keep  alive  the  genealogical  records 
of  this  line  of  the  Clement  family,  then  future  generations  may  trace  their 
descent  from  the  family  founders.  However,  whenever  it  has  been  possible,  a 
compromise  has  been  made,  and  when  data  has  been  available,  a  brief  write-up 
follows  the  names  of  the  clan  members. 


FOREWORD 


CLEMENT  as  a  family  name  is  more  than  2,000  years  old.  It  is  derived 
from  the  Latin  word  dementia,  or  demens,  which  means  calm,  tranquil,  peaceful, 
peace-loving.  Webster's  dictionary  defines  the  word  dement  as  “calmness, 
tranquility,  gentleness,  kindness,  sympathetic,  indulgent  forbearing  in  conduct 
towards  the  errors  and  faults  of  others.”  An  early  mention  of  the  name  may  be 
found  in  the  letter  St.  Paul  wrote  to  the  Philippians  (4th  chapter,  3rd  verse) 
wherein  the  writer  speaks  of  Clement  as  one  of  his  cc-workers. 

The  family  name  Clement  was  known  in  France  through  the  middle  ages. 
It  made  its  appearance  in  England  some  time  during  the  tenth  century.  Records 
indicate  that  there  were  two  soldiers  in  the  army  of  William  the  Conqueror 
known  by  the  sur-name  Clement.  In  this  connection  ir  should  be  noted  that,  in 
his  pilgrimages  to  England,  William  the  Conqueror  took  with  him  only  men  cf 
the  nobility.  After  the  subjugation  of  the  Saxons,  William  the  Conqueror  gave 
the  soldiers  grants  of  land,  landed  estates  of  the  Saxons. 

Among  the  early  records  of  the  name  in  England  are  those  of  Eustace 
Clement  of  Oxford  in  1273;  Hugh  Clement  of  Cambridgeshire  in  the  twelfth 
century;  Peter  Clement  of  Shropshire  in  the  thirteenth  century;  Johannes  Clement 
of  Yorkshire  in  1379;  John  Clement  of  Lincolnshire  about  the  beginning  of  the 
fifteenth  century;  Robert  Clement  of  Yorkshire  in  H68.  William  Clement  of 
Lincolnshire,  son  of  John  Clement  by  his  wife  Joane  Bell,  married  Cicely  Leverton 
in  the  early  part  of  the  fifteenth  century  and  they  had  a  son  named  John. 

In  the  early  part  of  the  sixteenth  century,  a  William  Clement  of  Lincolnshire 
was  the  father,  by  his  wife  Ann,  of  Thomas,  Edmund  and  George.  George 
lived  in  Norfolk  County  and  married  the  widow  Audrey  Hayden  whose  maiden 
name  was  Denny. 

About  the  middle  of  the  sixteenth  century  a  William  Clement  lived  in 
Dorset  County  and  was  the  father  of  Robert,  John  and  Margaret.  Robert 
married  Alice  Paris  and  their  issue  was  John  and  Elizabeth.  John  lived  in 
Devonshire  where  he  married  Judith  Sparks  and  their  children  s  names  were 
John.  George,  William,  Nicholas,  Jonathan,  James,  Thomas  and  Julian.  Julian 
was  the  father  of  James,  John,  Deborah  and  Judith. 

Many  members  of  the  Clement  family  early  emigrated  to  the  United  States. 
To  enumerate  them  here  would  require  too  much  space.  However,  there  were 
two  brothers  that  settled  in  Ohio  south  of  Cleveland  about  ICO  years  ago.  .Since 
they  migrated  from  Eddington,  Berkshire,  England,  it  indicates  that  they  may 
in  some  manner,  be  related  to  the  Clement  line  traced  in  this  genealogy.  Possibly 
brothers  or  cousins  of  our  ancestor  Henry  Clement. 

About  the  middle  of  the  eleventh  century,  a  Clement  coat-of-arms  made  its 
appearance,  and  during  the  next  four  generations,  eight  dike  rent  and  distinct 
coats-of-arms  of  die  Clement  families  appeared.  The  coat-of-arms  found  in  this 
book  appeared  in  the  eleventh  century  and  Is  one  of  the  oldest.  It  is  not 
claimed  that  this  line  of  the  Clement  family  is  descended  from  the  bearers  and 
originators  of  this  particular  coat-of-arms,  but  it  is  possible. 
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The  little  village  of  Eddington,  where  this  account  begins,  lies  in  the  par^n 
of  Hungerford  in  the  county  of  Berks  near  the  border  and  adjacent  to  Wiltshire. 

Ii  is  located  on  the  main  highway  between  London  and  Bristol  about  uudw^y 
between  the  two  cities.  In  the  early  days,  this  nighway  was  the  route  Oa  siag- 
coaches,  and  the  early  travelers  may  have  stopped  in  Eddington  to  rest,  perhaps 
going  into  the  inn  for  meals  or  a  room  over  night. 

In  England  one  hundred  years  ago  opportunities  for  young  people  were  few. 

It  was  difficult  for  them  to  get  a  start  in  any  trade.  Wages  were  low,  and  even 
then  they  were  plagued  with  an  unemployment  problem.  Naturally  men  and 
women  suffering  want  in  England  turned  to  the  new  countries  where  (they 
were  told)  wonderful  opportunities  abounded.  1  he  English-speaking  countries 
of  the  United  States,  Canada,  New  Zealand  and  Australia  naturally  received 
the  brunt  of  this  migration. 

The  children  of  John  Clement  settled  in  four  countries — the  four  Rnghsh- 
soeakina  countries.  Charlotte  and  her  husband,  Zcdekmh  D-mce,  ano  ban*., 
accompanied  by  Benjamin,  sailed  for  Canada  in  the  spring  of  1835.  After  eight 
weeks  on  the  ocean,  they  arrived  in  Toronto  in  June.  Later  that  same  year 
Zedekiah  Dance  and  a  friend  went  to  South  Dorchester,  Elgin  County,  and 
b/ought  land  from  the  government.  A  grandson  of  Charlotte,  J.  Carlton  Dance, 
is  now  living  on  the  land  purchased  more  than  100  years  ago. 

Benjamin  Clement  stayed  in  Ontario  for  about  two  years  before  he  came 
to  the  LInited  States. 

About  1850  John  joined  the  King’s  Troups  and  went  to  Australia.  When  he 
received  his  discharge,  he  was  given  60  acres  of  land  in  New  Zealand.  1 1- 
located  near  Wellington,  North  Island,  and  here  he  married  and  raised  his  family. 
His  descendants  are  today  living  in  New  Zealand  and  South  Australia. 

Lucy  married  George  Harris,  and  in  1851  they  migrated  to  South  Australia, 
settling  near  Adelaide.  There  they  made  their  home,  lived  them  lives,  ana  di.d. 
George  Harris  became,  during  his  life,  a  very  successful  sheep  raiser. 

Daniel,  the  youngest  son,  remained  in  England  till  after  the  deatn  o:  ine 
father  and  mother.  After  they  had  gone,  he  sailed  to  Canada  with  his  large 
family  in  1872.  Most  of  the  descendants  of  Charlotte  and  Daniel  still  live  in 
Ontario.  Others  have  scattered  across  Canada  from  Montreal  to  /ancouver,  and 
south  to  southern  California.  Some  thirty  or  forty  members  of  these  famines 
are  living  in  Detroit,  Michigan. 

The  descendants  of  Henry  Clement  today  aie  of  the  middle  class  somewhat 
above  the  average  economic  and  social  status  of  tne  nations  v, herein  u.a.  >  hvc. 
Early  members  of  the  clan  labored  for  economic  life,  as  was  necessary  in  those 
early  days.  Some  tilled  the  soil,  some  few  were  merchants,  some  professional 
Ail  of  the  clan  members  acquired  a  common  school  education.  Many  raoie  recem 
descendants  have  gone  much  farther,  acquiring  advanced  education  in  the  codeges 
and  universities  of  today,  to  become  doctors,  preachers,  lawyers,  law -makers, 
artisans,  teachers.  A  certain  portion  of  the  family  have  developed  a  dominating 
talent  in  mechanics,  becoming  engineers  in  electrical  and  mechanical  fields.

This  genealogy 
is  grouped  around  the  third  generation.  These  names  will  be  found  at  the  top 
of  the  pages  where  their  families  are  recorded,  except  these  who  had  no  fancies. 
The  descendants  of  Henry  Clement  arc  recorded  in  capital  letters;  also  Ann 
Hopkins,  Lucy  Purton  and  Hannah  White. 

The  numeral  before  each  name  indicates  the  number  of  generations  from 
Henry  Clement.  To  trace  your  lineage,  find  your  name  on  the  record  through 
the  index.  Let  us  assume  that  the  numeral  is  7.  Following  back  to  the  first 
6  you  will  find  your  parent;  following  on  back  to  the  first  5  you  will  find  your 
grandparent;  following  on  hack  to  the  first  4  you  will  find  your  great  grand¬ 
parent;  following  back  to  the  first  3  you  will  find  your  great-great  grandparent. 
This  name  will  also  be  found  at  the  top  of  the  page.  New  turn  to  this  page 
and  you  will  see  that  John  Clement  is  your  q;  cat-great-great  grandfather  and 
that  Henry  Clement  is  your  great- great-great -great  grandfather.

John  Clement  was  a  laborer,  working  in  the  fields  during  the  summers  and 
in  the  woods  making  hurdles,  or  sections  of  fencing,  during  the  winter.  After 
his  marriage,  they  lived  with  the  White  family  at  Chievely  for  about  a  year  when 
he  bought  a  cottage  at  Eddington  where  his  father  was  living.  A  slight  acquain¬ 
tance  may  be  had  with  John  Clement  in  the  autobiography  of  Benjamin  Clement.

CHARLOTTE  CLEMENT 


Charlotte  Clement  was  born  at  Eddington,  Parish  of  Hungerford.  Berkshire. 
England,  January’  H,  1 S 1 0.  In  1834  she  married  Zedekiah  Dance.  There  were 
twelve  children  born  to  them.  Anne,  the  eldest,  was  born  in  England,  all  the 
others  were  born  on  the  farm  near  Kingsmill,  Ontario,  Canada. 

In  1835  they  decided  to  go  to  Canada,  so  they  sold  their  small  belongings,  and 
with  their  savings,  had  enough  for  passage  money,  clothes  and  food  for  their 
long  journey.  On  the  22nd  of  May,  1835,  they,  with  their  young  babe,  and  accom  ¬ 
panied  by  her  brother  Benjamin,  left  She  fiord  Woodlands  and  arrived  in  Toronto 
on  August  1 1th.  More  than  eight  weeks  were  spent  on  the  ocean.  In  October 
they  bought  a  farm  in  South  Dorchester,  Elgin  County,  Ontario,  and  this 
property  has  now  been  in  the  Dance  family  for  over  one  hundred  years  and 
is  at  the  present  time  owned  by  Carlton  Dance,  son  of  her  youngest  son,  Charles. 

With  little,  opportunity  for  education — she  had  gone  to  work  at  the  age 
of  twelve  she  might  really  he  called  a  wonderful  woman,  Her  letters  and 
diary  show  a  clearness  and  beauty  of  expression  that  she  must  have  gained  from 
her  reading.  vVhen  we  realize  tnat  for  many  years  her  library  consisted  of  he r 
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Bible,  which  during  her  lifetime  she  read  ten  times.  Pilgrims  Progress,  Punshons 
Lectures,  Wesley's  Hymns,  Clark’s  Commentaries,  we  understand  the  source  from 
which  she  drew. 

She  was  truly  a  noble  pioneer,  knowing  many  hardships  as  tney  hewed  for 

themselves  a  home  in  those  early  days  in  Ontario.  The  mother  of  twelve 

children — eight  sons  and  four  daughters — she  knew  no  idleness.  Her  greatest 
ambition  for  them  was  that  they  should  be  godly  men  and  women,  ana  while 

there  was  not  much  of  worldly  goods  to  give  them  as  they  went  out  into  tae 

world,  they  had  a  foundation  of  Christian  living,  high  ideals,  honesty  and  in¬ 
tegrity  which  they  in  turn  have  handed  on  to  their  children. 

She  was  upright,  outspoken  and,  as  might  be  termed,  Puritanical  in  her  sense 
of  duty,  but  kind  and  liberal,  and  a  true  friend  and  neighbor.  T  heir  home  was 
always  open  to  the  minister  and  his  family,  and  many  shared  in  its  generous 
Hospitality. 

Her  faith  in  God  was  the  very  center  of  her  life  and  remained  unshaken 
during  trials  that  would  have  crushed  a  weaker  woman.  Two  of  her  children 
died  in  infancy  and  three  daughters  and  two  sons  in  the  early  years  of  their 
married  life.  And  while  her  heart  was  almost  broken,  she  enters  in  her  diary 
many  times,  “I  thank  God  for  his  kindness  and  goodness  to  me,  and  that  he  still 
gives  me  strength  to  say  ‘Thy  will  be  done.’  ” 

Left  a  widow  when  sixty-four  years  of  age,  she  lived  with  her  son  Charles 
at  the  old  home  until  she  passed  away  August  10,  1S90.

In  1862  John  Dance  hiked  (not  hitch-hiked  in  present  day  fashion)  from 
London,  Ontario,  to  the  Bruce  Peninsula  which  separates  Georgian  Bay  from 
Lake  Huron,  about  125  miles,  following  blazed  trails,  corduroy  roads  and  Indian 
trails.  Here  he  bought  1,000  acres  of  virgin  forest  land  from  the  government 
a.t  one  dollar  an  acre,  land  now  known  for  its  natural  beauty  and  scenery.  This 
land  he  sold  to  the  settlers  that  followed  him  until  he  had  only  200  acres  left.  On 
this  he  built  a  good  frame  house  and  barn  in  1882,  which  still  stand  and  are 
in  good  repair.  In  1886  he  sold  this  property  and  bought  100  acres  about  two 
miles  from  Wiarton  on  which  he  built  a  good  brick  house  and  barn.  This  property 
is  now  owned  by  his  son  Theodore. 

Louisa  Banker  went  to  Colpoy’s  Bay  in  1863  from  Tillsonburg  Ontario,  with 
an  aunt  and  uncle.  Here  John  Dance  became  acquainted  with  her  and  they 
were  married,  by  “Parson  Cribs,”  the  first  missionary  to  the  Indians. 
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John  Dance  was  public  spirited,  giving  his  assistance  to  any  cause  worthwhile; 
serving  as  constable  of  Bruce  County.  He  is  thougnt  of  as  an  independent,  in¬ 
dustrious,  peace-loving  farmer.

Daniel  Dance  was  born  on  the  farm  near  Kingsmiil,  Ontario,  May  5,  1853. 
After  attending  school  at  Kingsmiil,  he  decided  that  farming  was  not  to  his 
liking,  and  at  the  age  of  sixteen  he  started  an  apprenticeship  at  a  carriage  and 
wagon  works.  After  finishing  his  apprenticeship,  he  was  asked  to  remain  as 
journeyman  but  decided  to  return  to  school.  He  acquired  his  matriculation  and 
taught  in  the  public  school  at  Aylmer  and  other  places  near  there.  For  a 
number  of  years  he  was  superintendent  and  bookkeeper  for  a  leading  building 
contractor  and  mill  owner.  I  remember  my  mother  telling  me  that  he  used 
to  collect  rents  from  40  houses  owned  by  the  contractor.  He  was  active  in 
the  Methodist  church  and  Sunday  school.  My  father  was  of  fine  physique, 
standing  six  feet  four  inches  tall.  While  engaged  as  teacher  at  Fingal,  he 
used  to  come  home  to  St.  Thomas  Friday  evenings  on  the  train.  While  getting 
off  the  train  one  dark  night,  he  stumbled  and  fell,  injuring  his  chest.  From 
this  injury,  tuberculosis  developed,  and  in  1886  he  went  to  Colorado  hoping 
to  be  cured.  At  the  end  of  three  years  he  returned  with  one  lung  gone.  He 
lingered  a  year  and  died  March  21,  1890.  He  was  a  member  of  the  I.O.O.F. 
Lodge  at  Aylmer.  — H.  LeRoy  Dance.

JAMES  CHARLES  DANCE  known  as  Charlie  or  J.  C.,  was  the  twelfth 
child  of  Charlotte  (Clement)  and  Zedekiah  Dance.  He  was  born  and  spent 
practically  his  entire  life  on  the  spot  where  his  pioneer  parents  settled  upon 
first  coming  to  Canada. 

On  the  death  of  his  father,  when  Charles  was  only  sixteen  years  old,  he 
took  over  the  responsibilities  of  the  farm,  the  care  of  his  mother,  the  orphaned 
twin  nieces  of  his  sister  Anne,  and  countless  other  duties  which  would  have  sorely 
taxed  a  more  mature  person,  his  older  brothers  already  having  settled  on  farms 
or  in  business  of  their  own. 


He  became  a  successful  and  enterprising  businessman  on  a  big  scale.  He 
dealt  extensively  in  livestock  throughout  western  Ontario  and  shipped  cattle  to 
Glasgow',  Liverpool  and  London.  He  always  took  a  keen  interest  in  any 
movement  for  the  improvement  of  iural  life.  He  helped  to  organize  the  first 
farmers’  institute  and  acted  as  secretary-treasurer  for  the  first  fourteen  years. 
He  was  actively  interested  in  fairs  and  assisted  in  organizing  two  of  the  early 
telephone  companies,  and  was  a  director  for  many  years. 

For  more  than  forty  years  be  was  a  director  of  the  North  and  South 
Dorchester  Mutual  Fire  Insurance  Company  and  was  its  president  for  many 
years,  until  his  retirement  from  public  life. 


In  his  very  busy  life  he  found  time  to  serve  the  public  in  many  capacities. 
He  was  elected  township  councilor  at  the  age  of  twenty-five.  Later  he  served  as 
Reeve  of  the  township,  then  warden  of  the  county,  being  Elgin’s  youngest 
warden.  In  .1888  he  was  elected  a  member  of  the  provincial  legislature,  being 
the  last  liberal  to  carry  East  Elgin  till  it  was  won  back  for  the  party  by 
the  Hon.  Mitchell  I\  Hepburn, 

He  was  equally  interested  and  attentive  to  his  church,  serving  in  many 
official  capacities.  He  attended  forty  consecutive  annual  conferences  of  the 
Methodist  Church,  and  four  general  conferences.  The  first  general  council  cf 
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the  United  Church  of  Canada  in  1928  in  Winnipeg  was  the  last  of  these  gatherings 
his  health  permitted  him  to  attend. 

After  his  retirement  from  public  life,  he  lived  quietly,  a  semi-invaliu,  among 
his  children  making  his  headquarters  with  the  youngest  daughter  Aleta  after 
the  passing  of  his  beloved  wife  in  1918.  Aleta  (Dance)  Sweet.

Autobiography  of  Benjamin  Clement 

1  was  horn  in  the  Parish  of  Hungerford,  county  of  Per' s,  England,  on  the 
31st  day  of  July  1817,  of  John  and  Hannah  Clement.  JMy  mother's  name  before 
she  was  married  was  Hannah  White.  She  was  a  Methodist.  My  father’s  folks 
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money  but  no  home  and  could  not  buy  a  home  in  England.  So  they  proposed  to 
emigrate  to  Canada  and  offered  me  an  opportunity  to  go  with  them.  Being 
discontented  with  the  workingman's  conditions  in  England,  I  was  gEd  to  accept 
the  opportunity. 

We  left  our  home  in  the  spring  of  IS35  and  took  ship  from  London  cn  a 
vessel  called  The  Mary  of  London,  bound  for  Montreal.  We  were  eight  weeks 
were  of  the  Church  of  England  but  not  zealously  religious.  I  was  their  second 
child.  I  had  a  sister  named  Charlotte  who  was  seven  years  older  than  myself. 
Among  the  first  things  1  remember  was  that  she  carried  me  to  school.  The 
school  was  taught  by  a  woman  in  her  private  home.  When  about  six  years 
of  age  I  went  to  the  National  school  which  was  maintained  by  and  under  the 
supervision  of  the  Church  of  England.  Tie  opportunities  for  an  education  at 
such  a  school  were  very  meagre  as  a  man  and  his  wife  had  charge  of  nearly 
200  children,  the  boys  on  the  lower  floor  and  the  girls  on  the  upper.  All  that 
was  intended  to  be  taught  was  reading,  writing  and  a  very  little  arithmetic,  with 
the  catechism  of  the  church.  Tie  children  were  expected  to  attend  church  every 
Sunday  under  the  care  of  the  Master  and  Mistress.  We  went  from  the.  school 
to  the  church  in  a  column,  two  by  two. 

My  mother  and  her  ancestry  were  Methodists.  Some  of  them,  I  believe,  heard 
John  Wesley  preach.  I  think  my  mother  was  the  most  devoutly  pious  woman 
I  ever  knew.  I  remember,  when  father  had  gone  to  work,  how  she  used  to  kneel 

down  by  the  bed,  just  made  up,  and  I,  a  mere  baby  boy,  knelt  beside  her  while 

she  poured  out  her  soul’s  yearnings  to  God. 

It  was  natural  that  I  should  have  religious  feelings.  On  Sunday  evenings, 
after  leaving  the  National  school,  I  attended  Methodist  Sunday  school.  I  liked  to 
attend  Methodist  meetings  because  it  always  made  me  feel,  but  the  cnurch  scr\  ices 
had  no  such  effect. 

At  nine  years  old  I  went  to  work  every  day  except  four  weeks  in  the 
summer  that  1  was  ten  when  my  father  had  nothing  for  me  to  do.  We  worked, 

my  father  and  I,  from  fall  till  July  in  the  woods  most  of  the  time  making 

hurales,  which  is  a  kind  of  wicker  fence  made  in  sections  three  feet  high  and 
six  feet  long.  At  this  time  we  made  what  was  considered  good  wages.  The 
balance  of  the  year,  except  four  weeks  in  July  when  rny  father  sheared  sheep, 
we  worked  on  a  farm,  mostly  by  -lie  acre,  hoeing  and  reaping.  My  father  was 
a  stout  man  and  i  soon  came  to  co  good  work,  so  we  were  never  pinched  with 
poverty  as  many  of  our  neighbors  were. 

Nothing  very  strange  occurred  in  my  experiences  till  I  was  seventeen  years 
old.  I  lived  as  most  boys  co,  making  my  parents,  especially  my  mother,  a  great 
deal  o-  trouble  because  I  was  wild  and  wicked.  But  I  could  never  shake  off  the 
sense  of  an  obligation  to  be  a  Christian.  In  fact,  I  think  I  cultivated  such  a 
sense,  but  I  did  not  know  how  to  be  a  Christian.  Perhaps  had  I  known,  1 
would  not  have  been  willing  to  make  the  sacrifice. 

In  the  fall  that  I  was  seventeen,  1  got  a  chance  to  go  to  Gloucestershire  to  make- 
hurdles  i or  a  man  that  we  used  to  go  such  work  for  before  he  .moved  from 
the  neighborhood  where  we  lived.  I  lived  there  six  months. 

My  sister  Charlotte  had  been  married  to  Zedekiah  Dance.  They  had  some 
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and  four  days  from  London  to  Quebec.  Nothing  very  strange  occurred  on  the 
passage.  We  laid  to  on  the  Banks  of  New  Foundland  and  caught  quite  a  number 
of  cod  fish,  some  of  them  nearly  as  long  as  a  man. 

The  first  work  I  did  in  Canada  was  reaping  grain  in  the  harvest  fields, 
which  I  had  learned  to  do  in  England,  and  was  glad  to  receive  good  wages 
and  good  board. 

We  stayed  some  fifteen  miles  from  Toronto  where  my  brother-in-law  had 
an  acquaintance  by  the  name  of  Appleford  with  whom  he  corresponded  befotc 
he  left  England,  until  fall  when  we  moved  west  130  miles  where  Mr.  Dance 
and  Mr.  Appleford  had  purchased  100  acres  of  land.  It  was  about  thirty  mnes 
south  of  London,  Ontario.  There  Mr.  Dance  and  my  sister  lived  and  bi ought 
up  their  family. 

I  stayed  there  two  and  a  hair  years  working  mostly  Clearing  land  oi  the 
heavy  timber  for  which  that  country  was  noted.  In  the  winter  of  1837  and  3S, 
there  was  considerable  political  excitement,  many  of  the  people  being  dissatisfied 
with  tire  government  and  wishing  either  to  become  attached  to  the  United  States 
or  become  independent.  The  people  were  divided  in  politics  into  Radicals,  or 
Whigs,  and  Tories.  I  took  part  with  the  radicals,  but  there  seemed  to  be  no 
prospect  of  success.  In  the.  middle  of  winter,  in  company  with  Nelson  G. 
Doolittle  and  another  man  whose  name  I  forget.  I  started  on  foot  for  Landwicn, 
about  120  miles,  crossing  at  Detroit.  Myself  and  Doolittle  traveled  south 
intending  to  make  southern  Indiana  where  his  father  had  bought  land.  Gm 
money  being  nearly  gone,  we  inquired  for  work  and  leaiued  that  the  S  a.>  O: 
Ohio  was  building  a  feeder  canal  from  Port  Jefferson  to  the  main  line.  We 
made  Port  Jefferson  to  obtain  work.  There  I  was  sick  for  a  few  days,  ana 
w’hen  I  got  well,  I  found  work  on  a  farm.  Sometime  in  the  summer  I  hired  to 
a  carpenter  by  the  name  of  Guerin.  I  had  always  wanted  to  be  a  carpenter 
and  Mr.  Guerin  was  to  teach  me  the  trade.  This  summer  I  was  twenty-one 
years  old. 

In  this  county  of  Shelby,  State  of  Ohio,  I  lived  the  next  twenty  years.  On 
the  2:  st  of  January,  1S39,  I  married  Lydia  Ann  Baker  who  died  April  8.  185/  , 
leavin  ’  seven  children,  four  boys  and  three  girls.  1  aspired  to  be  a  good  mechanic 
and  I  think  I  succeeded.  I  worked  very  hard  most  of  the  time.  It  was  a  tune 
of  trial  for  the  working  man.  Much  of  the  time  ordinary  labor  brought  fifty 
cents  a  day  and  carpenter  labor  was  one  dollar  a  day,  with  board  in  both  cases. 
I  accumulated  a  little  propery  but  in  one  unfortunate  season,  I  lost  it  all. 

I  married  Eliza  Jane  Lippincott  July  3,  1857.  She  died  December  11,  1SS5, 
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leaving  twelve  children.  We  moved  from  Ohio  to  Iowa  in  1859  where  wt 
twenty  years,  except  one  and  a  half  years  we  jived  at  Long  Branch,  NebiasKu. 
On  the  eighth  day  cl  September  1875.  I  had  the  misfortune  to  lose  my  left  leg 
by  being  run  over  by  a  railroad  train,  near  Glinton,  Iowa. 

In  the  year  1879  we  moved  to  Sherman  County,  Nebraska,  where  I  bought 
a  quarter  section  of  land.  We  lived  on  this  place  till  a  year  after  my  wife  died 
when  I  sold  it  and  we  moved  to  North  Loup,  Nebraska.  During  these  years  1 
was  working  at  the  carpenter  trade  most  ol  the  time.

Since  that  time  she  has  lived  mostly  alone, 
renting  out  part  of  her  property.

She  claimed  Nebraska  as  her  native  state,  although  she  lived  in  Wei  ton, 
Iowa,  till  about  eleven  years  of  aqe.  The  family  came  to  the  vicinity  of  North 
Loup,  in  and  near  where  the  rest  of  her  life  was  spent,  except  for  two  years 
in  Wisconsin.  She  was  always  busy  about  something.  I  cannot  remember 
her  being  idle.  On  the  farm  it  was  a  large  garden,  chickens  and  gathering  wild 
fruits  for  winter.  Besides  there  was  always  time  to  do  things  for  the  neighbors.

Daniel  Clement  was  born  at  Eddington,  Berkshire,  England,  June  H,  1833, 
son  of  John  Clement  and  Hannah  (White)  Clement.  He  was  married  at  Butter- 
mere,  Berkshire,  England,  to  Maria  Humphries  in  1853.  Maria  was  the  daugnter 
of  John  Humphries.  They  left  their  home  at  Tangley,  Hampshire,  and  sailed  with 
their  family  for  Canada  in  July  1872.  They  lived  first  at  Sparta,  Ontario;  men 
daughter  Edith  was  born  the  following  year.  He  lived  at  Sparta  only  a  few 
years,  perhaps  three  or  four,  then  moved  to  a  rented  farm  located  about  one 
half  mile  east  of  the  village  of  Avon,  Ontario.  His  son  Henry  and  his  daughters 
Mary,  Lucy,  Lily  and  Alice  were  married  while  they  lived  here. 

Shortly  after  Alice  married  in  1889,  the  family  moved  to  Crampton,  Ontario, 
this  time  to  a  purchased  farm  of  about  100  acres  located  about  one  half  mile 
south  of  the  village.  His  son  John  did  not  marry  till  late  in  life  and  helped  his 
father  on  this  farm.  It  was  here  that  Hannah  (1890)  and  Edith  (189T)  were 
married.  It  was  here  that  Rose  died  in  1899  in  her  23rd  year,  and  it  was 
here  that  his  wife  Maria  died  in  1904.  Shortly  before  his  wife  died,  his  son 
John  took  charge  of  the  farm.  Daniel  lived  five  years  longer  than  his  wife,  but 
lived  the  last  three  years  with  a  new-found  wife,  formerly  Mrs.  Garbutt  o. 
Ingersol,  Ontario. 

The  son  John  married  in  1910  and  continued  to  live  on  the  farm  until  his 
death  in  1918.'  Hie  farm  now  belongs  to  Armon  Rossiter,  the  husband  of  Edith, 
who  are  still  living  there  at  the  time  of  this  writing.  Another  daughter  Hannah 
and  her  husband  Porter  Cornish  arc  living  at  Putnam. 

Daniel  Clement  is  remembered  by  his  grandchildren  as  a  jolly,  care-free, 
kindly  old  man.  He  was  proud  of  his  large  family  of  grandchildren  and  Dorn-.- 
of  their  good  health  and  comliness.  He  attended  regularly  the  Methodist  church 
both  at  Avon  and  Crampton.  His  great  concern  and  service  in  his  life  was  the
